BOUNDARY DISPUTE 


By Edith LaFrancis 

Tlio ITl.'l agreement, gave-Massachusetts jurisdiction over her 
(lUl holder towns even tliougli Ihey fell south of the new line sur¬ 
veyed by Butcher and Whitey of Connecticut. Connecticut received 
all equal area of land in Massachusetts and .New Hampshire, also 
till* town of Windsor. 

Tiv* towns thu.s handed over to Ma.ssachusetts resented this ac¬ 
tion. one iva.son being the liigher taxe.s. Enfield and Suflield peti¬ 
tioned the general a.ssenibly of Connecticut for permission to join 
that colony bnt were told nothing could be done. In J747 the people 
of Woodstock claimed that as tliey were within the original charter 
liinit.s of Connecticut, that colony had no right to permit Massachu- 
sett.s to have jurisdiction over them. 

The a.^senibly made an investigation but Massachusetts refused 
to open the (luestion. 

Wood.stock urged Connecticut to appeal to the “Gi'cat Court of 
England”, arguing that there had never been royal confirmation of 
Llie boundary agreement and it was therefore illegal. 

In 1749 Connecticut voted to receive the towns, Enfield, Sufheld, 
SonuM'.s, and Wood.stock, and elected commi.s9ionci's to meet with 
Mas.sachusetls, threatcMiing to appeal to George the Second if Massa¬ 
chusetts did not agree. 

Massachusett.s was furious and wrote her Ixindon agent to have 
the agi'eement confirmed. They received nothing but the option of 
attorney-general Lord Mansfield that ‘‘the Crown will not disturb 
the settlement of the two Provinces in 1.71E.” England was busy 
with the Seven Year War and had no time to bother with squabbles 
among her colonies. 

jVIassacliu.setts continued to protest but Connecticut continued 
to influence the towm governments and send in more settlers. Thi.s 
confu.sion went on until the time of the Revolutionary War, part of 
Woodstock was north of the new line and could not possibly be 
claimed by Connecticut. This strip was known as the Middlesex 
Gore until 1794 when it was annexed to the Massachusetts towns of 
Dudley and Sturbridge. 

The disputed town.s finally remained in the possession of Con¬ 
necticut, so that .she actually had both the towns and the money she 
had been paid for them by Ma.ssachusetts in 171.'L 

Sounds like an odd arrangement. But perhaps Massachusetts 
evened things up by- collecting taxes froni the towns in the mean¬ 
time.

FALL REGISTRATION 
AT LITTLE YANKEE 

Mrs. Richard Carbone and Mr.s. 
Harry Leonardi, directors of the 
Little Yankee Kindei’garten, an¬ 
nounced today that registrations 
are now being accepted for the 
fall season.

At Your Service

Many World War II veterans 
are eligible for GI home, farm 
and business loans, William F. 
Connors, manager of the Vetei’- 
ans Administration Boston Re¬ 
gional Office pointed out to<lay. 

However, for great numbers of 
World War II veterans the dead¬ 
line has already passed and the 
terminal date for all such veter¬ 
ans is July 25, 1967, under pi'es- 
ent law. 

Connors explainer! that each 
veteran can figure out his own 
GI loan deadline date by using the 
following formula:— i 

Add ten years to the date of his 
discharge from his last period of 
active service in World War II. 
Then add an additional year for 
each 90 days active service in 
World War II. (Any remaining 
balance of less than 90 days can¬ 
not be used to extend the dead¬ 
line.) 

For example, a veteran \vith 
two and a half years of active 
service who was discharged on 
January 10, 1946, would add ten 
years to that date, arriving at 
January 10, 1966. 'Then for each 
90-day period (fo\ir in each year 
and two in the half year period), 
he would add a year or a total of 
ten more years, making his indi¬ 
vidual deadline date for GI loans 
January 10, 1966. Should he have 
served three full yars the extra 
two 90-day periods would have 
exceeded the maximum deadline 


date. 

No individual date can l>e later 
than July 25, 1967, set by tlie 
governing law as the maximum 
date for World War II entitle¬ 
ment. 

In the event that veterans dis¬ 
charge or release from active 
service was tlie result of a war¬ 
time seiwice-connected disability 
the law grants him the maximum 
eligibility without regard to the 
formula. 

Korean Conflict veterans use 
the same formula to arrive at 
their individual deadline dates, 
but they have a minimum eligibil¬ 
ity until January 31, 1965. Their 
maximum eligibility extends to 
January 31, 1975.
